An Act regarding TLmds qrined from the Sea or 
fiom Revers by a flavin or derelwetton. 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that all the Regulations 
and Laws of the Bengal Code which prescribe the 
course to be followed in the Reaumprion of Lands 
gained from the Sea or from Rivers, by alluvion 
or dereliction, are repealed. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that after the ex- 
piration of ten years from the date of the passing 
of this Act, it shall be lawful for the Governor of 
Bengal, in all Zillahe and Listuets. of which a 
Revenue Survey may have been completed and 
approved, and in no other, to direct an enquiry to 
be made by Officers appointed for that purpose, 
into the ec ndition of the Lands on the banks of 
Rivers. and on the shores of the Sea, in order to 
ascertain the changes that may have taken place 
in the same since the date of the Survey and to 
correct the Maps accordingly. 


W1. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
it shall appear to the Local Revenue Authorities 
on inspection of the Maps so corrected, that Land 
has been washed away from or lost to any Zemin- 
dary, Talook, or other tenure, paying Revenue 
directly to Government, they shall without loss of 
time make a suitable deduction from the Sudder 
Jumma of the said tenure, either according to the 
actual Jumma of the Lands Jost, if that be known 
and recorded, or rateably according to the propor- 
tion of the Land lost to that left, as compared with 
the Sudder Jumma of the whole tenure. Aud this 
deduction with the reasons thereof shall be forth- 
with reported by the Local Revenue Authorities 
fot the formation and orders of the Sudder Board 
of Reveriue, whose orders thereupon shall be final. 


TV. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it 
shall appear to the Loral Revenue Authorities on 
inapection of the Maps so corrected as aforesaid, 
that Land has been added to any Zemindary,

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to Government, they shall without delay assess 
the same with a Revenue pavable tu Govern- 
ment according to the Rules in force for assess- 
ing alluvial increments, and shall report their 
proceedings forthwith to the Sudder Board of 
Revenue whose orders thereupon shall be final.

into the condition of the Lands on the Banks of 
Rivers, and on the shores of the Sea, in order to

time make a suitable deduction: from the Sudder 
Jumma of the said tenure, enher according to the 
actual Jumma of the Lands lost, i that be kuown 
and recorded, ar rateably according «o the propor- 
tion of the Land lost to that left, as ompared with 
the Sudder Jumma of che whole tenure.

I. Itis hereby enacted, that all the Regulations 
and Laws of the Bengal Code which prescribe the 
course to be followed in the Resumption of Lands 
gained from the Sea or from Rivers, by alluvion 
or deieliction, are repealed. 


lf. Anditis hereby enacted, that after the ex- 
piration of ten years from the dite of the pissing 
of this Act, it shall be lawful tor the Governor of 
Bengal, im all Zillahs and Lastricts, of which a 
Revenue Survey may have bern completed and 
approved, and in no other, to direct an enquiry to 
be mide by Officers appointed for that pur pore, 
into the ¢ ndition of the Lands on the banks of 
Rivers. and on the shores of the Sea, m= order to 
ascertain the changes that may have taken place 
inthe same since the date of the Survey and to 
vorrect the Maps accotdingly. 


Hii Anditis herebv enacted, that whenever 
it shall appear to the Local Revenue Authorities 
on inspection of the Maps so corrected, that Lind 
has been washed away from or lost to any Zemin- 
dary, Lalook, or other tenure, paying Revenne 
diuectly to Government, they shall without toss of 
time make a snitable deduction from the Sudder 
Jumma of the said tenure, enher according to the 
acittal Jumima of the Lands lost, af that be huown 
and recorded, or rateably according to the propor- 
tion of the Land lost to that left, as comparcd with 
the Sudde: Jumma of the whole tenure | And this 
deduction with the reasons thereof shall be forth- 
with reported by the Local Revenue Authoutics 
for the :1nformation and ordeis of the Sudder Board 
of Revenue, whose orders thereupon shall be final 


TV. And it 1 hereby enarted, that whenever it 
shall appear to the Local Revenue Authorities on 
inspection of the Maps so conected as aforesaid, 
that Land has been added to any Zemiodary, 
Tatook, 01 other tenure paying Revenue directly 
to Government, they shall without delay assess 
the same With a Revenue payable to Govern- 
ment according to the Rules in force for asseas- 
ing alluvial increments, and shall report thetr 
proceedings forthwith to the Sudder Buard of 
Revenue whose orders thereupon shall be final. 


. And itis hereby enacted, that whenever 
it shall appear to the Local Revenue Authorities 
on inspection of the Maps cortected as aforesaid 
that an island has been thrown up in a large and 
navigable river, liable to be taken possession of 
by Goveroment under Clause Third, Section IV, 
Regulation X1. 1825, the said Local Authorities 
shal take immediate possession of the same on 
behalf of Government, and, shall assess and 
settle the land according to the Rules im force 
in that behalf, reporting their proceedings ag afare- 
sai for thagapproval of the Sudder Board of 
Revenge, whose orders thereupon in regard to the 
asdesament ghall be final. Provided however that 
any patty aggrieved by the act of the Revenue 
deuthorities in taking possession of any Island as 
aforesaid, shall he at linarty to contest the same 
by a Regalar Suit in the Civil Court. 


VI And it ia hereby enacted, that in every 
cage comprehended in the three last foregoing Sec- 
tions, the correeted Map of the lands signed by 
the Officer appointed by Government to inake the 
Investigation and correction of the same, shall be 
deemed in all Courts conclusive evidence of the 
alluvion or dereliction, or of the formation of an 
Island as the case may be, and of all purticulars 
thereof in cach istance. 


And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful to make alike enquiry and correction of 
Maps and a hke abatement of Jumma or assess- 
ment of new lands, and to take a ke possession 
of all Islands im unfordable channels, at the ex- 
pration of every ten years from the date of the 
completion of the enquiry and correction of Maps 
last preceding but not oftener.

No. 351 of 1845.—The Hon’ble the President in Council is pleased ‘to direct that the provisions 
of Her Majesty’s Warrant and the Orders of the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, as published in Gene- 
tal Orders No. 70, of the Ist March 1844, for the distribution of the Prize Property taken at the assault 
and capture of the Fortress of Khelat, be carried into effect, under the directions of the General Prize 
Committee at the Presidency. 


| All European Commiseioned and Warrant Officers will draw their shares on separate bills, in 
duplicate, atid forward them to the Military Auditor General, who, a3. 3 Mewber of the General Prize 
Committee, will pasa them for payment; if unobjectionsble. 
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The shares due to European Non-Commissioned Officers and Men now present with the Corps 
in which they served at Khelat, will be drawn by Officers Commanding Troops and Companies, and 
the Abstracts, (which are to be drawn on Foolscap paper, and in duplieate,) are to be forwarded to the 
Office of the Military Auditor General for Audit as above directed, accompanied by a Roll of the 
Individuals drawn for. When the Abstracts shall have been discharged and the parties paid, Com- 
manding Officers of Corps will be careful that the prescribed Acquittance Rolls are duly forwarded for 
deposit to the Office of the Military Auditor General. 

All persons who have been discharged or removed from the Corps in which they served, and all 
representatives of deceased persons will lay their claims befure the proper Station Prize Committee, 
who will forward their Report on the several claims agreeably to Forms A and B, accompanied by 4 
Bill in duplicate for the amount; on Audit and discharge of which, the necessary Acquittance Rolls 
will be furnished by Committees respectively, and forwarded as directed in the preceding paragraph. 

After the lapse of 12 months from the commencement of the distribution, the General Prize Com« 
mittee will forward to the Secretary to Government in the Military Department a Return of the Euro- 
pean Officers and Men who are entitled to share, but who, from having died or left India before the 
distribution commenced, may not have received their shares. When the Return shall have been pre- 
pared and transmitted, no payments must be made in India on account of the shares therein specified, 
A Return of the European part of the Force shewing how the different shares have been paid, must 


also be forwarded.

An Act to enable “© Lhe Union Bank of Calcutta” 
to sue and to be sucd in the name of the Secretary 
or of the Treasurer of the said Company. 


Whereas by and under a certain Deed of Part- 
nership or Association or an Agreementin writing 
of that nature bearing date the ist day of August 
1839, several persons have formed themselves 
into a certain Company or Co-partnership by the 
name of * Phe Union Bank of Calcutta,” by which 
said Deed or Agreement it was and is provided 
(amongst other things) that the business of the 
gaid Company should consist in issuing Promis- 
sory Notes payable to bearer on demand at their 
Office in Calcutta for any sum of not less than 
Eight Company’s Rupees, and not exceeding One
